Two  years  later  on  Oct- 
ober 8,  1897  the  Board 
of  Education  gave  the 
official  name  of  Western 
High  School  to  the  West 
Side  High  School. 
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In  October  of  1898 
Western  started  at  its 
present  location  at  1500 
Scotten  Avenue.  The 
original  building  was 
enlarged  twice,  once  in 
1907  and  then  again  in 
1924.  However,  the 
building  was  destroyed 
by  fire  in  February, 
1935.  Two  years  later 
in  1937,  the  present 
modern  building  was 
c  omp le ted.

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STUDENT  GOVERNMENT 

Having  been  initiated  last  year  under  the  sponsorship  of  Mr.  Quinian  through  the  auspices  of  Miss 
Woodward,  Western' s  Student  Government  immediately  set  about  to  adopt  a  set  of  laws.  Co-authors  of 
that  constitution  were  Noreen  Compton  and  Norman  Naumoff.  The  pledges  of  the  council  were  set  forth 
in  the  preamble,  which  was  patterned  after  the  Preamble  of  the  United  States  Constitution. 

We,  the  students  of  Western  High  School,  in  order  to  form  a  more  perfect  understanding  between  our- 
selves and  the  faculty,  a  more  solid  foundation  for  future  citizenship,  and  also  to  preserve  the  ideals 
which  have  shaped  our  democracy,  have  hereby  resolved  to  form  the  Student  Government. 

The  Constitution  states  the  purposes  of  the  group  as  being:  the  fulfillment  of  the  progress  of 
Western  High  School,  the  co-ordination  of  the  various  departments  into  better  functioning  units,  the 
improvement  of  conditions  at  Western. 

Since  the  Student  Government  replaced  the  old  Student  Council,  it  was.  felt  that  the  Student  Govern- 
ment should  have  authority  over  all  hall  Councils.  During  the  fall  semester,  two  additional  representa- 
tives were  added  to  the  group  from  each  study  hall.  These  new  members  were  necessary  to  replace  those 
who  had  graduated  or  for  various  reasons  were  no  longer  able  to  be  a  part  of  the  group.  With  the  grad- 
uation of  Mike  Manoogian,  Vice-president,  Milton  Powers  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacated  post.  Because 
of  an  assigned  class,  President  Richard  Carroll  was  unable  to  attend  meetings.  Newly  elected  Vice-pre- 
sident Milton  Powers  assumed  the  office.  Robert  Lee  replaced  Treasurer  Norman  Naumoff,  who  also  had  an 
assigned  class  and  was  unable  to  attend  meetings. 

In  order  to  function  more  effectively,  a  reorganization  was  made  of  Government  committees.  The 
functioning  committee  and  chairmen  are:  Radio-Round-Up,  Robert  Lee;  Movie-Assembly,  Josephine  Gomez; 
Dance,  Nancy  Shontz;  Hall  Guard-Lunchroom,  Gerda  Lang;  Intramural  Sports,  Jim  Shirley. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Student  Government,  chocolate  milk  was  offered  this  past  year  in  Western's 
lunchroom.  Definite  action  was  planned  by  the  group  on  the  rearrangement  of  the  lunch  schedule  and  on 
having  music  in  the  lunchroom. 

Organization  of  traditional  school  functions,  assembly  programs,  this  year'  s  contest  for  a  school  em- 
blem, and  student  problems  all  have  come  within  the  scope  of  Western'  s  Student  Government.

The  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  was  organized  under  the  National  Defense  Act  of  1920.  The  basic  idea 
came  from  the  nation'  s  past  experience  in  needing  officers  in  a  hurry  in  an  emergency. 

Wien  a  student  enrolls  in  the  R.  O.  T.  C. ,  the  first  few  weeks  are  spent  in  teaching  him  leadership,  drill 
and  exercise  of  command.  The  most  important  phase  of  instruction  that  is  stressed  throughout  the  cadet  s  stay 
in  R.O.T.C  is  discipline.  Without  discipline,  the  R.O.T.C.  units  would  not  be  able  to  function  as  a  whole. 

His  next  phase  or  instruction  is  the  facing  movements.  After  having  the  facing  movements  mastered,  he  is 
then  assigned  a  rifle.  With  the  rifle  he  is  taught  such  movements  as:  port  arms,  present  arms,  right  shoulder 
arms,  and  left  shoulder  arms. 

As  he  starts  his  second  term,  with  a  little  more  understanding  of  R.  O.  T.  C. ,  he  is  taught  first  aid, 
individual  weapons,  interior  guard  duty,  rifle  marksmanship.  He  is  taught  how  to  field-strip  such  weapons  as: 
the  Browning  automatic  rifle,  Ml  rifle,  carbine  rifle.  45  cal.  pistol  and  the  rocket  launcher.  Besides  being 
taught  to  take  the  weapons  apart,  he  learns  to  name  the  individual  parts  as  he  field  strips  the  rifle. 

Going  into  the  third  and  fourth  terms,  we  find  the  cadet  being  taught  map  reading,  small  unit  tactics, 
and  also  reviewing  what  he  knows  from  the  time  he  entered  to  his  present  term. 

When  a  cadet  has  reached  his  fourth  term,  he  may  drop  the  subject,  or  he  may  stay  in  for  advance  training. 
In  his  fifth  and  sixth  terms,  he  is  taught  military  teaching  methods  and  military  history.
